(LINCOLN  CITY,   INDIANA)     Noted  researcher,  author,  and  historian  William 
(Bill)  Bartelt  of  Newburgh,  Indiana,  will  be  the  featured  speaker  for  the  1991 
Lincoln  Day  Program  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial.     The  program  will  be 
held  on  Sunday,  February  10,  at  2:00  p.m.    (CST).     The  public  is  invited  to 
attend. 

Bartelt  is  a  1968  graduate  of  Indiana  State  University  and  is  the  holder 
of  a  Masters  degree  from  the  University  of  Evansville.     His  principal  academic 
interests  are  United  States  History,  Government,  and  Economics.     He  has  been 
an  avid  collector  and  researcher  of  Lincolniana  for  over  20  years. 

Bartelt  is  the  author  of  more  than  3  0  research  papers  on  Abraham 
Lincoln's  Indiana  history  including  "Thomas  Lincoln;  The  Land  Dealings 
of  a  Spencer  County  Pioneer,"  a  study  soon  to  be  published  in  the  Indiana 
Magazine  of  History.       Other  publications  include  A  Tale  of  Two  Counties, 
Settling  Down  in  Dubois  and  Spencer  County  and  A  Chronology  of  the  Old 
Vanderburgh  County  Courthouse,  Jail,  and  Sheriff's  Residence  published  in 
1990. 

He  has  taught  U.S.  History,  Economics  and  Government  at  Harrison  High 
School  for  more  than  20  years  and  is  an  instructor  of  U.S.  History  at  the 
University  of  Southern  Indiana.     He  served  as  president  of  the  Indiana  Council 
for  the  Social  Studies  in  1981-1982,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Indiana 


Governor's  Task  Force  on  Citizenship  Education  from  1982-1988.     He  is  a  member 
and  office  holder  of  numerous  historical  and  preservation  societies.  Bartelt 
has  worked  summers  as  a  seasonal  ranger/historian  at  Lincoln  Home  National 
Historical  Site  in  Springfield,  Illinois  and  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  National 
Memorial  since  1969.     Bill  and  his  wife  Kathy  reside  in  Newburgh,  Indiana. 

Co-sponsored  by  the  GWFC  Lincoln  Club  of  Southern  Indiana  and  the 
National  Park  Service,  this  year's  program  includes  Mr.  Bartelt 's  address, 
music  by  the  David  Turnham  Educational  Center  S.T.A.R.S  Chorus,  and  ceremonies 
to  honor  the  memory  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  family.     Following  the  indoor 
program,  there  will  be  the  traditional  pilgrimage  to  the  gravesite  of 
Nancy  Hanks  Lincoln  for  eulogy  and  wreath-laying  ceremonies.

A  YEAR  OF  ANNIVERSARIES 


1941  -  The  Nancy  Hanks  Lincoln  Memorial  Building  -  1991 

This  handsomely  designed,  solidly-built,  50-year-old  building  is  the 
culmination  of  the  vision  and  hard  work  of  the  people  of  Indiana  and 
two  co-operating  organizations,  the  Indiana  Lincoln  Union  and  the 
Indiana  Department  of  Conservation.  The  work  they  began  in  1926  to 
"preserve  the  grave  of  Nancy  Hanks  Lincoln  and  to  erect  a  suitable, 
simple,  yet  dignified  Memorial  to  both  Lincoln  and  his  mother,"  was 
achieved  by  19AA.  The  cornerstone  for  this  remarkable  structure  was 
laid  on  May  20,  19 Al,  fifty  years  ago.  As  early  as  February  12,  19 A3 
the  first  Lincoln  commemorative  meeting  took  place  in  the  Memorial 
Halls.  In  1962,  the  State  of  Indiana  entrusted  the  Memorial  Building 
and  grounds  to  the  stewardship  of  the  National  Park  Service. 

1966  -  Visitor  Center  Dedicated  at  Lincoln  Boyhood  -  1991 

The  establishment  of  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  as  a  unit  of  the 
National  Park  Service  was  authorized  by  an  Act  of  Congress  on  February 
19,  1962.  Soon  after  acceptance  and  dedication,  work  began  on 
improvements  to  the  Memorial  Building.  Twenty-five  years  ago,  on  August 
21,   1966  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center  was  formally  dedicated. 

1816  -  Indiana  Becomes  the  19th  State  -  1991 

"We  removed  from  Kentucky  to  what  is  now  Spencer  County,  Indiana,  in 
my  eighth  year.  We  reached  our  new  home  about  the  time  the  state  came 
into  the  Union." 

Abraham  Lincoln's  autobiographical  letter  to  J.  W.  Fell,  Dec.   20,  1859 

Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  family  came  to  Indiana  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  years  ago  in  1816,  the  year  Indiana  achieved  statehood.  By  1830, 
as  the  State's  pioneer  period  was  ending,  Abraham  Lincoln  had  come  of 
age  and  stood  tall,  mentally  and  physically  ready  for  his  destiny.  He 
had  grown  up  here  in  Spencer  County,  on  our  own  good  soil  of  Indiana. 
On  the  Great  Seal  of  Indiana  is  a  tall  frontiersman  with  axe  in  hand 
felling  a  tree.  This  woodsman  might  well  symbolize  Abraham  Lincoln, 
Indiana's  finest  contribution  to  civilization. 


1916  -  Diamond  Anniversary  of  the  National  Park  Service  -  1991 

Seventy-five  years  ago  the  establishment  of  the  National  Park  Service 
was  authorized  by  an  Act  of  Congress  on  August  25,  1916.  Congress 
created  the  National  Park  Service  to  "...promote  and  regulate  the  use 
of  the. .. national  parks,  monuments  and  reservations. .. and  to  provide 
for  the  enjoyment  of  the  same  in  such  manner  and  by  such  means  as  will 
leave  them  unimpaired  for  the  enjoyment  of  future  generations."

LIVING  HISTORICAL  FARM  OPENS 

(LINCOLN  CITY,  INDIANA)     The  National  Park  Service  and  Lincoln  Boyhood 
National  Memorial  have  announced  the  opening  of  the  Lincoln  Living  Historical 
Farm  for  the  1991  season.     Hours  of  operation  this  year  will  be  from  8:00  a.m. 
to  5:00  p.m.   daily   (CDT)  beginning  Saturday,   April  20. 

Visitors  from  all  over  the  world  visit  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial 
to  learn  about  the  nationally  and  internationally  celebrated  figure,  Abraham 
Lincoln.     Th^  learn  here  that  Lincoln  was  a  frontier  boy  and  young  man  much 
like  many  others  of  his  time.     Here  he  worked  and  played,   developed  manual 
skills,   read  books,   shared  a  family  life,  earned  his  first  dollar,  and 
experienced  love  and  tragedy. 

Daily  through  the  visitor  season,  costumed  interpreters  at  the  farm 
illustrate  pioneer  domestic  arts  and  crafts,   frontier  farming  methods,  and 
other  activities  connected  with  pioneer  life.     Visitors  will  find  men  and 
women  doing  the  same  things  the  Lincolns  did  when  they  lived  here.     Each  day 
there  are  a  number  of  chores  that  have  to  be  done,   such  as  chopping  firewood, 
feeding  the  animals,  and  milking  the  cow.     Throughout  the  season,  activities 
such  as  cooking,   sewing,   splitting  rails,   riving  shingles,  and  spinning  wool 
and  flax  are  performed  by  the  men  and  women  on  the  farm.

LINCOLN  SOYHOOD  TO  CELEBRATE  "NATIONAL  PARKS  DAY" 

(Lincoln  City)  On  August  25,   1991,   the  National  Park  Service  v/ill  host 
the  largest  open  house  in  its  history  as  it  celebrates  "National  Parks  Day" 
nationwide.     Visitors  on  that  day  will  have  free  admission  to  all  of  the  fee- 
charging  parks  in  the  National  Park  System.     The  legislation  which  gave  the 
Service  permanent  fee  collection  authority,  also  authorized  the  Service  to 
provide  the  public  with  one  free  admission  day  each  year.     August  25  was 
selected  because  this  date  marks  the  anniversary  of  the  National  Park  Service. 

In  1916,  when  President  Woodrow  VJilson  signed  legislation  creating  the 
Service,   there  were  14  parks  and  21  monuments  in  the  National  Park  System. 
Included  among  them  was  Yellowstone,  v;hich  had  been  made  a  National  Park  in 
1372.     At  that  time  it  vjas  not  only  our  country's  first  national  park,  but  the 
first  national  park  in  the  v7orld.     Since  then,   the  national  park  idea  has 
spread  to  countries  throughout  the  world. 

Today  there  are  more  than  357  different  parks,   comprising  80  million 
acres,  administered  by  the  National  Park  Service.     One  of  those  is  Lincoln 
Boyhood  National  Memorial  at  Lincoln  City,   Indiana.     This  Memorial  preserves 
the  place  where  the  Thomas  Lincoln  family  lived  and  worked  from  1816  to  1830.

Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  is  a  place  to  learn  about 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  family,  who  lived  here  in  a  pioneer 
community  from  1816  to  183  0.     When  Abraham  was  seven  years  old  ^ 
the  family  moved  here  from  Kentucky  to  settle  on  160  acres  of 
Indiana  wilderness  land.     This  is  the  place  where  Abraham  spent 
his  boyhood,  until  he  was  21.     Here,  young  Abraham  helped  his 
father  Thomas  clear  the  forest  to  make  a  pioneer  farm.     Here  his 
mother  Nancy  died  of  "milksickness"  in  1818  when  he  was  only 
nine.     Here  the  growing  youth  split  rails,  plowed  and  planted 
among  the  stumps,  played,   read,  and  attended  schools  "by 
littles".     Thomas',  second  wife,  Sarah  Bush  Johnston,  a  widow 
with  three  children,  brought  cheerfulness  and  order  to  the 
Lincoln  cabin.     The  two  families  merged  and  new  vigor  was 
injected  in  repairing  the  crowded  cabin  and  clearing  more  land 
for  crops. 

Today  the  200  acre  wooded  and  landscaped  park,  a  unit  of  the 
National  Park  Service,   is  located  on  Indiana  Highway  162  and  made 
up  of  a  Memorial  Visitor  Center,  the  gravesite  of  Nancy  Hanks 
Lincoln,   self  guiding  trails,  and  the  Lincoln  Living  Historical 
Farm.     The  Lincoln  Living  Historical  Farm  does  not  retain  any  of 
the  original  structures  from  the  Lincoln's  time  in  Indiana  but 
was  built  in  an  attempt  to  depict  a  typical  farm  of  the  1820 
period.     It  incorporates  some  of  what  is  known  of  the  Lincoln 
farm  and  activities  which  were  a  common  part  of  the  Lincoln 
family's  daily  life.     The  staff  at  the  Lincoln  Living  Historical 
Farm  dress  in  period  clothing  to  demonstrate  daily  activities. 
These  activities  include  domestic  arts  and  crafts,  animal 
husbandry,   farming  gardening,  cooking,  quilting,  splitting  rails, 
and  riving  shingles  to  name  a  few.     Visitors  can  see  people  doing 
the  same  things  the  Lincoln's  did  when  they  lived  here.  During 
the  course  of  a  day  special  programs  are  presented  on  subjects 
related  to  early  19th  century  midwest  farm  life  and  Indiana 
Lincoln  history.     A  demonstration  farmer  is  responsible  for 
plowing,  planting,  cultivating,  and  harvesting  of  crops  as  his 
regular  period  farm  activities.     The  concept  of  the  farm 
operation  is  one  of  a  continuous  hour-by-hour,  day-by-day  living 
display. 

The  Lincoln  Living  Historical  Farm  is  open  seven  days  a  week,  mid 
April  through  September,  with  costumed  park  rangers  on  duty.

Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  family,  who  lived  here  from  1816  to  1830.     The  200- 
acre  wooded  and  landscaped  park,  a  unit  of  the  National  Park  Service,  is 
located  on  highway  162,   6  miles  south  of  Dale,  Indiana. 

Visitors  should  stop  first  at  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center,  where 
information  is  available  on  the  park,   its  programs,   displays,  and  events. 
Park  Rangers  are  on  duty  to  orient  visitors  to  the  Memorial's  major  features, 
including  the  Memorial  Visitor  Center  itself,  the  gravesite  of  Nancy  Hanks 
Lincoln  —  Abraham's  mother,  the  Lincoln  Living  Historical  Farm,  and  its 
walking  trails. 

The  Memorial  grounds  are  open  daily  year-round  from  dawn  to  dusk.  The 
Memorial  Visitor  Center  is  open  daily  8:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.    (CDT)  through 
September  6.     The  Lincoln  Living  Historical  Farm  is  open  daily  8:00  a.m  to 
6:00  p.m.  through  September  6. 

Most  features  of  the  park  are  accessible  to  handicapped  visitors. 
Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  has  an  admission  fee  of  $1.00  per  person 
(maximum  charge  per  family  is  $3.00)  which  entitles  the  guest  to  visit  all 
park  attractions  and  attend  all  activities.     There  is  no  admission  charge  for 
educational  groups,  for  children  age  16  and  under,  or  senior  citizens  age 
62  or  over.
